SUCCESS 
IN APICULTURE. 


Why 
Tbonghtless 
or Cmreletil People 


Should Not Engage In Bee-Keeping:. 
It is hardly necessary to say that all 


persons are not capable of becoming 
successful bee-keepers. Much depends 
upon the matter of taste and also upon 
the qualifications of the person. 
One 


might be eminently fitted for certain 
other duties, but make a very poor 
manager of bees, and yet this would 
cast no reflection to his discredit. One 
thing primarily important is to become 
acquainted with the natural habits 
and instincts of the bee, which requires 
careful investigation, with an inter- 
ested, mind. Most bee-keepers have a 
fondness and sympathy for those little 
workers, regarding them with a kind- 
ness of feeling which is due to every 
living creature. The powers of ob- 
servation are enlarged and a person 
becomes more useful, ablu and suscept- 
ible to the highest pleasures, for hav- 
ing studied some of those most val- 
uable lessons in nature. With certain 
rural industries we may often expoct 
tairly liberal returns, ia spite of a con- 
liderable amount of neglect, but with 
bee-k«eping it is ililluteut, and in most 
•cases the lack ot prompt attention 
means entire failure. The thoughtless, 
careless person will surely fail in bee- 
keeping. He wlio1^ willing to give the 
subject his last thoughts, am* only 
turns his attention to that dhoctiou 
after every other duty has been per- 
formed, tvill do well to'leave this work 
to others 
Bees do not "work for 


nothing and board themselves;" they 
require a reasonable amount of intelli- 
gent care, ju&l the same as every thing 
else. 
It is certain, Jiowever, that no 


department on the farm has ever given 
larger returns for the outlay, than the 
bees; to this hundreds can testify. 


We very often meet with thrifty 


farmers who say that their bees bring 
them more ready money than any other 
one" 
thing connected with the farm. In 


almost every family composed of sev- 
eral children, there will be at least one 
wlio would make a good bee-keeper, if 
given, a little_ encouragement for a 
start. To begin the business a person 
should be moderate; very fettle money 
should go into it until after carefully 
studying the subject. It is necessary 
to read a good book cm bee-culture, 
and quite important to keep up witb 
the times by taking a good newspaper, 
•which gives reliable information. 


A single colony is sufficient for a start, 


and ought always by a beginner to be 
purchasedfrom apersonregularlyin the 
business, and who is not selling a pat- 
ent-right or riding a hobby of his own. 
Simplicity in hives is advised almost 
universally by modem, bee-keepers 
Nearly every "one indorsing a paten* 
lu've has one for sale, and is not gener- 
ally a practical bee-keeper. 
All our 


standard boo books caution beginners 
in regard to this matter. 
The hives 


most generally used in the United 
States is known as the Langstroth 
hive and boars no patent. No prosecu- 
tions need be feared by any one manu- 
facturing or using it.—TJte Farmer. 


USE OF SOAP. 


A Mew and Phumtblo Theory Started by a 


Prominent Phygictan. 


A new theory ha* been started with 


regard to the use of soap on the face. 
Women who for yews have been care- 
ful of their complexions would never, 
under any circom stances, wash the 
face in soap, as it was said to roughen 
and coarsen the skin. Now, this idea 
is exploded, and a well-known physi- 
cian in lie metropolitan profession 
recommenda'his women patients to use 
it treely every day, lathering the skin 
well. Of course, a fine, oily and pure 
soap is most desirous. 
This being se- 


cured he states that none but the most 
beneficial results will be effected by 
his method of improving the skin. Ho 
holds—with considerable plausibility— 
Srat the pores of the face become as 
much clogged by grease and dirt as the 
bauds or any other portion of the body. 
And if soap is considered a necessary 
purifier in the bath, its needs must be 
leU equally on tlie face. By an abun- 
dant and regular lathering the facial 
pores, he claims, are kept open, clean, 
free from the clogging matter that pro- 
duces UTisighUy Mack heads, acne, 
pimples, and a pure, healthy, fresh and 
brighter compleidon is the resultant. 
Not mincing matters, he says that the 
trouble with mobt women who have 
sallow, pasty skins is that from year's 
end to year's end they never have a 
reafly clean face.

cleanliness is necessary. Many people 
who do not work seldom wash their

The day's accumulation of dirt 


is allowed to remain on the hands all 
night.

washed in cold water; then the posses- 
sor wonders why when she does no 
work her hands do not look any better. 
The face and hands should always be 
washed ia warm soap suds before going 
to bed. White soaps are safest. Highly 
scented and colored soaps are almost 
invariably made from rancid and ill- 
smelling fats. 
After drying them thor- 


oughly use a few drops of mixed 
Eflycerine and camphor, Which the 
iruggist can prepare for you. Drop 
into the palm of your hands and rub 
well, and this will be all that will be 
necessary to show decided improve- 
ment." When you rise in the morning 
do not use soap on your face, but bathe 
it well it warm water. Do the soap- 
scrubbing only at bed-time.—Brooklyn 
Eagle,

Other Evidence Tending 
to Discredit 


the Testimony of Witnesses 


for the Defense. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 10.— The court room 


where the eight anaiclnsts are ou trial 
was close and hot this afternoon. 
Judge 


Gary remarked when court opened that 
It was impossible to hear the testimony 
oJ witnesses or the remarks of the coun- 
sel when the windows weie open, owing 
to the noises from the street. There was 
some delay in beginning the proceedings, 
tlie counsel for the defense consulting 
together, and evidently uncertain as to 
their course of procedure. 


The defense called IVV. A. S. Graham, a 


reporter for the Times. The witness in- 
terviewed Gilmer near the office ol the 
chief of police, in the City Hall on May 5. 
The defense desired to Impeach certain 
testimony given by Gilmer but could not 
flnd the basis for It In anything that Gil- 
mer had testified to. The delense then 
decided to recall Gilmer for cross-exam- 
ination. 


Glimer took the stand, and, after iden- 


tifying Graham, said he told him that he 
thought he could identify the man who 
threw the bonJb If he should see him 
again. Gilmer was asked whether he did 
not say to Graham that the man wlio 
threw the bomb also lit the fuse. He said 
he did not. 
Tike counsel then desired to 


question him as to his former personal 
career, intimatiag that he had once been 
arrested for arson, and that he was guilty 
o! bigamy. The Court remarked that the 
counsel very well knew that this was ir- 
relevant and improper. The witness was 
excused. 


Graham then took the stand and testi- 


fied that Gilmer told him that the man 
who threw the oomb also lit the fuse, 
also that the man's back was turned to- 
ward him, but that he thought he wore 
whiskers, and that he was a man of me- 
dium height. 
Gilmer also stated that the 


mun wore a slouch hat. 
On the cross- 


examination, Graham said that Glimer 
said the man who lliiew the bomb stood 
in Crane's alley. 


At 10:65 a m. CaptainBlaek announced 


the defense had completed. 


OJLMKB'a REPUTATION. 


The prosecution called Justice of the 


Peace Scully as the first wituess in rebut- 
tal. Tbe Justice testilled Unit 
officer 


Wessler did not identify Sleluer as the 
man who did the shooting, in the rear of 
the wagon, at the Ilaymarkot in the trial 
before him, and whom the police after- 
ward identified as being Flclden. 


Inspector Bonfleld was recalled and 


said he saw the witness Simonson at the 
Desplames Street station. 
The witness 


said he was introduced to Slmouson as a 
member of the firm of J, V. ITarwcll & 
Co. Slmonson said that that Him was 
ready to furnish the police with horses 
tor their patrol service. 
Simonson com- 


plained that the police had not done suf- 
ficient execution at McCormick's, and on 
Kighteenth street. 
The witness said he 


replied that these riotous crowds gen- 
erally had such a large sprinkling of 
women and children that the police had 
to sustain assaults from the rioters with- 
out retaliation, owing to tbe knowledge 


i that the women and children would suf- 
i fee also. He did not tell Simonson that 


if he could get a crowd of 3,000 rioters 


] off by themselves he would make short 


work of them. 


Judge Chester C. Cote, for eleven years 


a member of the Supreme Court bench of 
| Iowa, testified that he had known Gilmer 
1 personally for a long number of years and 
! his reputation was good. He said Gdmer 


had been at his house a number ot times. 
The cross-examination only tended to 
confirm the statement that Gilmer had 
borne a good reputation. 


Kdvvard R. Mason, Clerk of the United 


States District Court at UesMoines, la., 
said Gilmer had always home a good 
reputation. 


Kx-United States 
District Attorney 


Tuthlll, of this city, and a number of 
others also testified that the reputation 
of 11, L. Gilmer for truth and veracity 
was good. The court then 
adjourned 


till 2 p. m.

the News gays: If the remainder of Mr. 
August Vincent Theodore Spies' testi- 
mony is as Jaise as that relating to the 
age of the bomb he gave to a reporter of 
the News last January, the whole is as 
audacious

uttered 
in 
court 
of 


justice. 
The bomb, a cut of which 


was printed in the News of January 
14, was brought direct from the hands of 
Mr. Spies to this ofllce. The writer 
handled It, examined it and inquired as 
to the circumstances under which it was 
obtained, and ordered the artist to make 
the cut of it which subsequently appear- 
ed In the paper. 
Any testimony that 


such bomb had lain In the Arbeiter Zel- 
tung office three years, as sworn to by 
Mr. Spies, is absolutely and unmistakably 
perjury. It bore upon its leaden sides the 
proof of that; it war, fresh from the 
hand that made it. 
It was composed ol 


the same mixture of lead and tin found 
in the bomb exploded at the Haymarket 
massacre. Such bombs come from the 
mold In which they are cast with a rough, 
dull-colored exterior. 
In the case of the 


one given to a News reporter by Mr. Spies 
this rough rind had been rasped or tiled 
away until tbe whole shone with the 
brightness of newly-cut metal. Its sides 
bore the traces of where the teeth of the 
file had bitten into the metal. 
For any 


man to pretend a bomb bearing such pal- 
pable evidence of recent manuiacture had 
been knocking about in an Anarchist news- 
paper office for three years is to Insult 
intelligence. 
Wheu he goes further and 


swears to such a pretense he commits 
willful perjury. 


At the opening of the afternoon session 


the State put upon the stand ex-Govern- 
or Samuel Merrill, of Iowa. He said he 
was a resident cf Des Moines and had 
employed Harry L. Gilmer off and on for 
five or six weeks. 


"What do you consider his reputation 


us to truth and velocity?" 


"I consider it good."

Geerge Christ, formerly City Marshal 


of Des Moines, also testified that he 
would believe Gilmer under oath. 


The same tactics were repeated by the 


defense without result, except that it was 
shown that the witness had not known 
Gilmer socially. 


A number of other witnesses of appa- 


rently equal business and social standing 
with those examined by the defense to 
prove tbe bad character of Gilmer, testi- 
fied to the good character ol this impor- 
tant witness for the State, who swore 
that he saw Spies lisht the fuse of the 
Haymarket bomb. Six or eight of'the 
witnesses examined had been connected 
with the police force of Des Moines and 
testified that Gilmer had often served as 
a special policeman in citizens' clothes. 


Mr. Foster conducted the cross-exam- 


ination of all these witnesses and, in 
nearly every case, induced the witness 
to admit that he knew nothing whatever 
about Gilmer socially, and had never per- 
sonally inquired into his reputation for 
truth and veracity. The witnesses, how- 
ever, were firm In their statements that 
they had never known Gilmer's word 
questioned. 


A.S. Barkowsky was called to testify 


to the position occupied by the pile of 
boxes on the Haynmrket from behind 
which a witness for the defense testified 
the bomb was thrown. The defense ob- 
jected, however, on the ground that

The defense objected, but were over- 


ruled, and the witness answered, "I did 
not." 


Ten other police officers who were in 


the squad which quelled the Haymarket 
riot were asked the same questions, gave 
the same answers, were not cross-exam- 
ined, and Mr. Grinnell announced that 
the case for the State was closed. 


Upon this the counsel on both sides 


entered upon a discussion as to the num- 
ber and succession of speeches to be 
mnde. 


Judge Gary said, presently, the coun- 


sel not being able to agree as to the suc- 
cession of speeches, he should allow but 
two speeches on a side. There being 
eight defendants, be would allow eight 
speeches on a side, if the counsel insisted 
on that number. Meantime the counsel 
must agree among themselves as to the 
order of speeches. 


The court then adjourned until to-mor- 


row morning.

THE OTHBK SIDE OF THE CASE. 


Fact* About the Recent La Place Trouble 


and Justice Trial at Cerro Gordo. 


[The following letter trom LaPlaoe 


written by one who is in a position to 
know the tacts in the case, would seem to 
put a somewhat different phase on the 
matter. ED. BBP.] 


EDITORS KMPUBLICJAN An article under the 


bead of "Social Sensation' In your issue of 
August 5tu is BO utterly f ulse In relation to 
many of. the laots In the oaae it tre&ta of, and 
so unjust ID its assertions, that 1 am led to 
ask you to withdraw those assertions made ou 
ex parto evidence alone and do Mra. Haw- 
thorne the justice to say that oho was unjustly 
made a party to the assault, as there was no 
evidence except that of an excited and ex- 
tremely vindictive woman to prove that Mrs. 
Hawthorne ever had hand upon her except to 
catch her arm for a moment lit waidlng off a 
blow Mrfi. Wallace waa attempting to deal 
her. Those who witnessed the trial 01 the 
offense charged, are at a loss to understand 
why in your article you speatc of "loving 
epistles " There waa no testimony adduced 
to that effect, and the prosecuting witness 
bad, without the slightest interruption from 
tbe defendant or any one acting for them, am. 
pie apportunlty in her sworn statement before 
the court, to gay what waa the character of 
those epistles, and had there been anything 
In them to Indicate an Improper feeling be- 
tween Mrs. Hawthorne and Dr. S. S. Wallace, 
th«fe is not an individual living who knows 
Mrs Wallace but can easily believe she is not 
capable of exhibiting any such sympathy or 
magnanimity as withholding any statement 
of truth she deemed damaging to an enomy. 


W hen Mrs Hawthorne went Into the pres- 


ence of Dr and Mrs. S. S. Wallace her first 
greeting was to the effect, she desired to have 
a talk with them 
Mrs. Wallace testified to 


Oils without ever being questioned directly in 
regard to it, an oversight she would never 
uu\e committed but for her desire to tell tbe 
court and the assembled multitude that her 
reply to Mrs. Hawthorne was, "she could talk 
to the doctor, If she wished, but not to her, as 
she (Mrs. Wallace) considered her beneath her 
contempt' 


Now, the truth is, these letters about which 


so much has been said and that are so much 
misunderstood, comprise but an Insignificant 
part of the causes of this trouble, and those 
who are on the inside of this mysterious can- 
vass know that tbe blow on the part of Mrs. 
Wallace was Intended to avenge Mrs, Haw* 
tborna a (month ago) offense of refusing to 
meet her and treat ber as a social equal 
Ibis exasperated her at the time and she has 
since been busy dealing out (to those who 
would listen) vituperation and abuse ol Rate 
Hawthorne. These are the facts which led to 
the writing of the two letters by Mrs H&w 
thorne to tbe husband of Mrs. Wallace, com' 
plaining of her conduct and explanatory of 
her (Mrs. Hawthorne s) own. This is the gist 
of tbe matter—"nothing more ' And now a 
word as to the trial of the case of assault and 
battery It is perhaps not generally known to 
the public who have had the opportunity to 
read the one sided article published in your 
paper and which doubtless will be copied into 
many others that tbe defendants were forced 
into the trial of this case without an attorney 
or anyone legally qualified to conduct it, Pos- 
itive evidence that oould not have been doubt- 
ed by anyone, and more especially by tbe 
magistrate before whom the trial was bad, was 
presented, that the defendants came there un 
der the impression they bad an attorney there 
whose services they had several days previ' 
ously engaged, but found on arrival instead 
of their attorney a telegram in the hands of 
the magistrate which when handed tbe def ontl- 
ants wae found to have been dated in the lore- 
noon of that day at Grand Rapids, Mich., stat- 
ing over the signature of I A. Buckingham 
he could not be home before the following 
Monday night. This gave the defendants no 
time to secure other legal or qualified counsel 
and therefore a continuance of tbe case until 
the following Monday was aaked for but op- 
posed «o earnestly by the attorney lor the 
state and the prosecuting witness as to be de.
